Tiie Kiiglisli luive louiid that to stii 
ipublio interest in the war, they must allow the papers to print some- 
thing more lliaii (iftici;d liidlctiiis. Wlii-n tlic Kiifjlisli ncwspapiTN 
were allowed to tell more of what was going on at the I'roiit, the 
result was greatly to stimulate recmiting and get a much hotter 
popular support for the war. Il woidd be the same here. 

Many of our newspapers puhlished the other day a story how a 
wealthy Qerman-Amerioan living in Washingtou was undei- surveil- 
lance for his pro-Oerman activitien, and alleged possession of mili- 
taiy maps and plans. In cases like tliut, the secret servi.-,' sliould 
not have its hand forced, but it should be permitted to (loiiduet its 
investigations qUietly. 

The ne\vspai>ers will \w willini; to snlmiit to a- reasonai)!.- eensor- 
ship, aud will ask only that it be applied equally to all jn-ess dis- 
patches. The journalistic world is intensely loyal in its American- 
ism, and it iisks only that ciMisoisiiips ln' applied with some com- 
mon sense and knowledge of human nature.

My Fellow Conntrymen: 
The entrance of onr own beloTeo 

country into llic Eriin and terrible war 
for di'iiiocracy and liunian rights 
which has shaken the world creates 
80 many problema o( natloual life and 
action wbiob call for Immediate con- 
sideration and settlement that I hope 
you will permit me to address to'you 
a few words of earnest coUDBel and 
appeal with regard to them. 

We are rapidly putting oiir uavy 
upon an effective war footing and are 
about to create and equip a great 
army, but these are the simplest parts 
of the great task to which we have 
addressed ourBtlvts. Tlun is not a 
single selfish eleuieni, so fur us 1 can 
see, in the cause we are lighting for. 
We are flgbting for what we believe 
and wish to b« the rights of mankind 
and for the future peace and security 
of the world. To dc this grcut thing 
worthily and fiurcosslully must de- 
vote ourselves to the service without 
regard to profit or material advantage 
and wltb an energy and IntoUlgence 
that will rise to tbe level of the enter 
prise ItBPlf. We must realise to the 
full how groat the msk Is'nnd how 
many tliiiiKs, how iii:iiiy isimis and 
elements of capacity and service and 
self-saorlfloe, it Invplvea. 

Theae, than, gre the things we mnst 
do, and do well, besides lighting,— the 
things without whic^h were figtatiag 
would be fruitless: 
Abudant Food Supply Essential 
We igust supply al)undn:it food for 
ourselves and for our arniii's and our 
soampn not only, but alHo l:ir a large 
part of the nations with wlioni wo 
have now made common cause, in 
whose support and by whose sldsa we 
shall be ligbUng. 



We must supply ships by the hun- 
dreds out of our shipyards to carry 
to the other si^ of the sea, subma- 
rines or no snbmarlnes, what will ev- 
ery day be needed there, and abun- 
dant materials out of our fields and 
our mines and our factories with 
which not only to clothe and equip 
our own forces on land and sea but 
also to clothe and aupport our people 
for whom the gallant fellows under 
arms na no longer woric, to help 
clothe and equip the armies with 
which we «re cooperating in Europe, 
and to keep tho looms and manufac- 
tories there in raw material; coal to 
keep the fires going In shipa at sea 
in the furnaces of bundteds of fao- 
tories acroBB the sea; steel out of 
which to make anus and ammunition 
both here and there; rails for worn- 
out railways back of the flgbting 
fronta; locomotivea and rolliny stock 
to take the place of those every day 
going to pieces; mules, horses, cattle 
for labor aed for military service; ev- 
erylhinff with which the people of 
E^ngland and France and Italy and 
Russia have usually supplied them- 
selvea but can ntt now afford tbe 
men, tbe materials, or the machinery 
to make.

Without 
abundant food, alike for the armies

and the peoples now at WiSr, the whole 
great enterprhra upon which we have 
embarked will break down and fail. 
The world's food reserves are low. 
Not only during the present emerg- 
ency but for some time after peace 
shall have come both our own peo- 
ple and a large proportion of the peo- 
ple of Burope must rely upon the 
harvests in America. Upon the farm- 
ers of this country, therefore, in large 
measures, rests the fate of the war 
and the fate of the nations. .May the 
nation not count upon them to omit 
no step that will increase the produc- 
tion of their land or that will brin^ 
about the most effectual cooperation 
In the sale and digtribution of their 
products? The time is short. It is of 
the most imperative importance that 
everything possible be done and done 
immediately to nuke sure of large 
hanrests. I call upon young men and 
old alike add upon the able-bodied 
boys of the land to aroept and aet up- 
on this duty, — to turn in hosts to the 
farms and make certain that no pains 
and no htbor is lacking In this great 
matter. 

An AppMl to Farmers of the So^ilh 
I particularly appeal to the farmers 
of the South to plant abundant food 
Stuffs as well as cotton. They ran 
show their patriotism In no better or 
more convincing way than by resist- 
the great temptation of tbe present 
price of cotton- and helping, helping 
upon a great scale, to feed tho nation 
and the peoples everywhere who are 
fighting for their liberties and for our 
own. The variety of their crops will 
be tbe visible measnre of their com- 
prehension of their national duty. 
Government to X»»M Agrtrnllure 
The Government of tho rnltcd 
States stand ready to cooperate. They 
will do everything possible to aaslst 
farmers In securing an adequate sup- 
ply of seed, an adequate force of la- 
borers when they are most, needed, at 
harvest time, and the means of ex- 
pediting shipments of fertilizers and 
farm machinery, as well as of the 
crops themselves when barveated. 
The course of trade shall be aa an* 
hampered as It Is possible to make It 
and there shall be no 'unwarranted 
manipulation of the nation's food sup- 
ply by those who who handle it on its 
way to the epiunmiir, ThIa hi our 
opportunity to demonstrate the ef- 
fleleney of a great Democracy, and 
we shall not fall short of It!
